Human Resources Are Our 
Greatest National Asset 


The Federal Security Agency, 
headed by Oscar R. Ewing, bears 
the responsibility of conserving 
and strengthening our greatest na- 
tional asset—our human resources, 
the American people. 

Mr. Ewing in his annual report 
to the President and to Congress 
listed major gains but calHed = for 
strengthening and extension of so- 
cial security, education, and public 
health programs. He pointed out 
that “to wait until catastrophe 
overtakes us and forces us into 
hastily devised emergency meas- 
ures is to disregard the most ele- 
mentary principles of statesman- 
ship.” 

Mr. Ewing’s recommendations 
include: 

Social] Security—Extend benefits 
to farm and domestic workers; 
to the self-employed; and to other 
groups of workers not now cov- 
ered. Increase the amount of ben- 
efits available. Establish a federal- 
state system of disability insur- 
ance. Extend the federal-state as- 
sistance programs to all indigent 
groups. It also calls for the exten- 
sion of child health and welfare 
services. , 

Education—To meet the grow- 
ing crisis of the nation’s schools 
caused by insufficient personnel 
and outgrown. facilities, the report 
recommends federal financial aid 
to education. 

Health—The report urges ex- 
Panding scientific research, invest- 
ing in the training of highly 
skilled personnel, providing more 


hospitals, and _ bringing medical | 


care within the reach of all. 

The report shows the importance 
of these ‘measures in preserving 
our American way of life. It 
points out: 

“It is not enough to say we 
must conserve and develop our 
human resources in. order to add 
to our national productivity and 
increase our national wealth. To- 
day, democracy and the American 
way of life are facing a major 


_challenge. ... 


“In behalf of peace, we must 


build up our social and economic 
strength no less than our military 
strength. ...In the present world- 
wide conflict of ideas we must 
demonstrate conclusively that the 
| individual is healthier, better eda- 
‘eated, and economically more se- 
cure where democracy is strong- 
est.”

| America has 197 national and| 


'international unions with a mem- 
; bership. of close to 16 millions, 
according to figures published in 
a new “Directory of Labor Unions 
in~the United States.” 


Of these, 37 have a membership 


of over 100,000 and six run to over | 


a half million. At the other end 
of the scale, 16 have less than 
1,000 members. Also, about half 
the unions have less than 100 
locals, while 15 have over 1.000, 


Also, the directory pointed out 
that at least one of every four 
workers in the labor force of 62 
millions is a union member. How- 
ever, that understates the true 
proportion of uniorr strength, since 
| the working force includes many 
imillions of farmers, professional 
men, domestics and others who are 
/not “timber” for trade unionism. 
In many industries, such as the 
railroads, unions have almost 100 
per cent membership.

Don't Cuss the 
Farmer if Food 


—|Costs Too Much 


Don’t blame the farmer because 
your food bill is big. 


It’s not what he makes that 
runs up the price of groceries; it’s 
the cost of handling the foodstuffs 
after they have left the farm. 

New York City furnishes the 
best example of marketing costs. 
Products from 44 states are han- 
died there every day. Agriculture 
Department specialists have told 
the House Agriculture Committee 
that 55 cents out of every dollar a 
New York housewife pays for 
fruits and vegetables is the cost of 
handling those commodities after 
they reach the city. 


Many big city markets where 
perishables are handled use the 
same methods they employed 150 
years ago. This, plus the fact that 
railroads and truckers have raised 
their rates since the war, takes 4 
huge bite out of the consumer’s 
pocketbook. 

Last year, for instance, it cost 
$18.2 million to market the U. S. 
food supply. That was more than 
double the cost in 1939. 

Modernized methods of process- 
ing and distributing food would 
lead to lower food prices. And 
lower food prices would mean a 
bigger demand for both farm prod- 
ucts and manufactured goods. 

Thus the worker would benefit 
along with the farmer and the 
housewife.—(LLPE) 


Social Security 
Important 


Why is good social security leg- 
islation so important to America? 

Here’s one reason: The number 
of men and women over 65 is ex- 
pected to almost double in the next 
40 years. 

Yet in that same period total 
population ‘probably will increase 
only about 25 per cent. 

So you see there will be a lot 
more old folks to take care of in 
1990 than there are today. 

Right now the U. S. population 
is estimated to be 147 million. Of 
the total 11 million are over 65. In 
1990 there probably will be 189 
million persons living in America. 
Of these, 20 million will be 
over 65. 

These figures, based on popula- 
tion estimates of the National Re- 
sources Planning Board, were is- 
sued May 17 in a Senate Finance 
Committe report on the bill to 
expand social security. 

It takes a long time to work 
out a good old age pension pro- 
gram. That’s why Congress should 
make big increases in the social 
security plan. 

The House passed a social se- 
curity expansion measure last fall. 
A similar bill is heing considered 
by the Senate.

For Labor In 
Monterey County 


Continued progress during the past twelve months is the 
boast of AFL unions in Monterey County as Labor Day, 1950, 
rolls around and with it the annual moment of retrospect. 

Excellent employment throughout the county, good or- 


ganizing campaign, success in 
litical activity, and the tops 
in public relations — these 
make up the highlights in 
brief of the past year in the 
union picture. 


Continuation of the big Pacific 
Gas & Electric Co. project at Moss 
Landing, start of the state’s me- 
dium security prison at Soledad, 
start of a new forest ranger camp 
in Slack’s Canyon, 150 low-cost 
housing units—these kept building 
tradesmen busy and brought an in- 
flux of workers looking for jobs, 
many being placed on local proj- 
ects. 


At Monterey, the biggest run of 
sardines since early in the last war 
resulted in a banner pack and in 
highest Cannery Row employmet 
in nearly a decade. 

Carpenters of Monterey, Salinas, 
King City, Santa Cruz and Wat- 
sonville combined in formation of 
a Monterey Bay District Council 
of Carpenters for handling of mu- 
tual problems. 

Carl Lara, president of the Mon- 
terey Council Central Labor Union 
at Salinas, was “drafted” by the 
American Federation of Labor to 
serve as special organizer for the 
AFL in Puerto Rico. 

Carpenters Union 1323 of Monte- 
rey erected a new office building 
a meeting hall and Laborers Un- 
ion 272 of Salinas announced plans 
for erecting a new Labor Temple 
there. 

Culinary Alliance and Bartend- 
ers Union 483 of Monterey won one 
of the finest contracts anywhere in 
the state after-an 18-day strike. 

Apprentices from throughout the 
county who had completed their 
training period were graduated in 
a mass ceremony in Carmel, the 
program being the feature attrac- 
tion of the state convention of the 
California State Apprentice Coun- 
cil, 

Asilomar, in Pacific Grove, was 
scene of the state-wide labor in- 
stitute, sponsored jointly by the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor and the University of Califor- 
nia. 

At Salinas, the Central Labor 
Council sponsored a Christmas 
party where 1500 youngsters were 
visited by Santa Clause and enter- 
tained royally. 

Teamsters Union 890 sponsored 
free Kiddie Klub shows for young- 
sters in the Salinas area, a part of 
the city’s program for prevention 
of juvenile delinquency. 

Painters of Local 1104 at Salinas 
donated work to paint the Rescue 
Mission, highlight of a Clean-up 
Week campaign. 

The county Building Trades 
Council were expanded after many 
years into a truly county-wide or- 
ganization, with headquarters joint- 
ly in Salinas and Monterey and 
with meetings alternating between 
the two cities. 

But all wasn’t pleasant for the 
unions and their leaders. For ex- 
ample: 

A bitter fight with a CIO union 
for jurisdiction over lettuce shed 
workers was lost in a National La- 
bor Relations Board ballot. 

Albert A. Harris, popular Salinas 
labor leader, president of Team- 
sters 890 and ex-president of the 
Salinas labor council, passed away 
suddenly. 

Convicts were found to be doing 
building trades work at the state 
prison at Soledad and at the forest 
ranger camp and a bitter fight was 
waged with state officials to win 
the work’ for free labor. 

A fish canning plant was denied 
permission to expand its holdings 
because of Pacific Grove zoning 
laws and it took long-drawn-out 
campaigning to win the right to 


« 


contract negotiations, fine po- 


expansion, which would allow more 
employment for union people. 

On the political front, however, 
the county union people displayed 
their ability. George L. Rice, secre- 
tary of Monterey Culinary-Bar- 
tenders Union, 483, was nominated 
for the state assembly and a Ven- 
tura rancher, Marion R. Walker, 
won nomination for U. S. Congress. 
Both will fight it out with anti- 
union incumbents in November. 

In general, it was a great year. 
There were many changes in un- 
ion officers, many improvements in 
union contracts, many gains in the 
public favor—a year which can be 
remembered with pride by all who 
carry an AFL union card-

Force Wage Cut 
On Potato Pickers 


Bakersfield, Cali f.—dcalifornia 
potato pickers have been forced to 
take wage cuts averaging $12 a 
week, the Natl. Farm Labor Union 
(AFL) charged here. _ 

After a survey of potato fields in 
the Shafter-Wasco area, where 
thousands of laborers are em- 
ployed, the union discovered that 
their wages had been cut from 6c 
to Se a stub. For the average 
picker who gets 200 stubs a day, 
the slash means a loss of $2 a day 
or $12 a week, 

“This loss will have an imme- 
diate effect on the purchasing pow- 
er in the community,” NFLU Natl. 
Rep. William Becker warned. “The 
loss will amount to approximately 
$84,000 per week.” 

He pointed out that the labor 
contractors did not receive a cut in 
their commission. They still receive 
2c a sack for every sack the po- 
tato workers pick.

The Honest Expert

| The confused person often feels 
confirmed in his indecision by the 
claim: “Even the experts don’t 
agree. How can I make a deci- 
: Sion?” and “How do we know we 
are right?” 

| First, the views expressed by 
the experts are often biased and 
much less objective than we think. 
for instance, the objectivity of an 
article on TVA written by an “ex- 
pert” would disappear if it were 
known that it was published by a 
newspaper run by an executive of 
a local power company. Sometimes 
the expert’s views are innfluenced 
by the special group which em- 
ploys him. NAM’s experts are cer- 
tainly not so expert about people’s 
needs, 

We also have experts on our 
side, although the press is reluc- 
tant to report this situation. Their 
views are less likely to be in- 
fluenced by special groups, because 
as spokesmen of progress, they 
have nothing personal to gain. In 
fact, they frequently lose in terms 
of status and employment oppor- 
tunities. It often takes consider- 
able courage for them to voice 
their opinions. 

Next, it is important to stresg 
the basic simplicity of such issues 
as housing, peace, and freedom, 
Reactionaries may deliberately 
throw a smokescreen about issues 
in an attempt to confuse the vot- 
er. But a little thought will fre 
quently show the issues themselves 
to be astonishingly clear. An ex- 
;pert is not required to decide 
whether they are good or bad; he 
is needed only to determine the 
best method for obtaining them. 
Answering the question, “Who will 
gain and who will lose?” is often a 
| useful method of arriving.at a de-

Treatment of Burns 


Flame, steam, or just an ex- 
tremely hot surface injures the 
skin and produces what we com- 
monly call a burn or scald. 

Hot solids or_liquids are the 
most common causes of burns. 


Sliding down a rope, chemicals, 
electricity and such agents as 
ultra-violet lamps, X-rays and sun- 
shine are also responsible for 
“burns” of the skin. 

Depth of the injury to the skin 
and the underlying tissues is the 
basis for the usual classifications 
of burns.

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Second degree burns cause ac- 
tual blistering; the skin over the 
blister is completely killed. 

Third degree- burns involve not 
only the skin itself, but also the 
tissues, lying beneath it, which are 
killed’and charred. 

For minor burns several ex- 
cellent ointments are available. 
For second and third degree burns, 
the advice of a physician should be 
sought IMMEDIATELY. 

Until he arrives, it is not wise 
to do too much. Loose clothing 
should be cut away from the 
burned area, but if it is sticking, 
it should be let alone. 

If there is likely to be a delay 
in arrival of the doctor, the burn 
should be kept covered with clean 
cloth and the patient made com- 
fortable. 

Large burned surfaces should 
not have greases, oils or ointments 
applied. 

These are difficult to remove, 
may produce pain, and often in- 
terfere with what the physician 
wishes to do later.

(In past installments, we reviewed the early campaigns of organized 
labor in California, from the time of the Gold Rush until early 1867. 
This period was marked by an educational and legislative campaign 
for our eight-hour day. This phase of the campaign, which reached 
its heights in the winter of 1866-67, ended when the State Senate re- 
jected. an eight-hour day Assembly Bill by the narrow margin of 19-18. 
After this defeat the different trades, including the Carpenters which 
took a very active part in the fight for an eight-hour day, called meet- 
ings and passed resolutions that after a certain date set by the different 
ecafts, they would work eight hours only. This move met with great 
fuccess and after 5 o’clock every job was policed to make sure that no 
one worked over that time. On June 3, 1867 (known as Inauguration 
Day), a great celebration was held by the workers of San Francisco, 
and over 2,000 men marched in a parade that had never been equalled 
in San Francisco. Organizations. known as leagues were set up to pro- 
mote the welfare of the workingman. League objectives were a me- 
chanic’s lien law; opposition to Chinese immigration; and the founding 
of cooperative stores and factories. In the last issue, we. presented the 
preamble of a majority report of a meeting held in San Francisco in 
March, 1867.)

A determined effort was made 
by the waterfront employers to 
abolish the eight-hour day in the 
summer and fall months of 1867 
among the ship carpenters, ship 
joiners, shipwrights and caulkers. 


The Pacific Mail Steamship Com-'! 


pany did likewise. The Alta Cali- 
fornia, which steadfastly opposed 
the eight-hour day movement, on 
July 22 stated: 

“A large number of mechanics 
are employed in the city who labor 
ten hours and they are represented 
to be excellent workmen. .. + It 
would appear that the difficulty is 
net so great as anticipated in find- 
ing hands who are willing to ad- 
here to the old system of ten 
hours.” 

The above seemed to represent 
the opinion of the employers, for 
on July 8 they formed a “Ten 
Hour Association.” This associa- 
tion adopted resolutions pledging 
its members as follows:

“What a beautiful woman!” Did 
you ever say that admiringly and 
then change your mind when the 
“beauty” stands up, revealing a 
Slouching posture or ungainly 
walk? It happens all the time. 

The way you stand and walk is 
a most important part of your 
beauty. It is the key to your ap- 
pearance. Yet, most women are 
far from. expert at walking al- 
though they do so much of it. 

Rule No. 1 is to stand up straight. 
Keep your shoulders set well back 
and head up. When you stand, the 
toes should be pointed straight 
ahead, not in or out. This is just 
as true in walking. If you point 
your toes out when you walk, 
you’re throwing a strain on the 
inner side of the foot. Besides, it 
just isn’t graceful. 

Correct posture places your 
weight just where it belongs: on 
the ball of the foot. Putting your 
weight on the heels makes you 
sway from side to side and look 
ungainly. The ball of the foot 
should go down first, then the 
heel. This will put a spring in your 
step without making your head 
bob up and down.

The Chicago Flat Janitors Un- 
ion, AFL, has made a contribution 
to education and good citizenship 
by deciding to award eight annual 
opportunity scholarships at North- 
western University for sons and 
daughters of its 8,000 members. 

An announcement by the uni- 
versity said the union’s action 
mark the first time any American 
labor union has offered general, 
unrestricted scholarships to chil- 
dren of its membership. President 
Franklyn B. Snyder said he would 
like to see a similar program “fol- 
lowed by other forward-looking 
labor organizations throughout the 
country.” 

The scholarships will be used 
for a year at a time, but may be 
renewed if the student maintains 
a satisfactory record,

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Truth About Safety 

Sophoctes was an nonest and a 
truthful man. His name was-~re- 
vered as though he were a Saint. 
He founded the school of Sophists 
who spoke only the truth. In course 
of time the Sophists became cor- 
rupt, and finally when one wishes 
now to call a man a liar, one uses 
the soft word Sophist to indicate 
he is lying. Thus, words become 
corrupted because they are used 
by hypocrites. 


SAFETY OVERWORKED 

It may be that way with: the 
word “safety.” It may be that it 
has been overworked, that it lost 
all sanctity which was part of it; 
and it may be that when the word 
safety is mentioned to men and 
women engaged in extra-hazard- 
ous work, they wince with revul- 
sion, and begin to hate and de- 
spise it as something ugly, hypo- 
critical and evil. Perhaps safety 
has become a Sophism—a lie. ° 


What is the cure? The cure is 
to be found in philosophy. It is 
to be found in the fact that the 
eternal verities do not change. It 
is to be found in the fact that man 
is born with the instinct of safety 
in him. It is a part of his nature. 
It is wrong to take that instinct 
from him, and in its place hand 
him a book of safety rules worked 
out by men without chests. You 
cannot rob man of his first law of 
nature, and expect anything but 
chaos. 


INSTINCT OF SAFETY 

Man may be born with the in- 
stinct of safety in him, but in a 
complex civilization with its mani- 
fold machines, that instinct of 
safety must grow and develop. It 
may be destroyed, or it may be 
curbed, and evil will result. If it 
is developed to meet a modern 
age the instinct of safety will be 
modernized. Does this sound in- 
volved, intricate or even impossi- 
ble? 


One might descant upon the 
philosophical and the psychological 
approach to solving the problem 
of safety but until one recognizes 
that man has been de-safetized by 
modern civilization to such an 
alarming extent that accidents 
multiply and human beings are 
crushed and killed in accidents 
which could have been avoided, no 
progress in safety will be perma- 
nent. 


During the late war more than 
fifteen million young men were 
taught to be brave, to be careless 
of personal safety, to die willingly 
for their way of life. To a great 
extent they were de-safetized. 


FIRST LAW OF NATURE 

The war is over but we cannot 
expect them to forget those les- 
sons. Just as they were educated 
to forget personal safety, they 
must be re-educated to the fact 
that it is the first law of nature. 

Let us be reasonable. When a 
water to swim, he is taking a risk; 
when a man goes up in an air- 
plane, he takes a risk. When a man 
walks along the street or highway, 
he takes a risk. When he drives 
an auto, he takes a risk. 

Actually, no one is ever com- 
pletely safe. All one can do is to 
take reasonable precautions. Men 
who have grown too careless are 
unnatural. They are bereft of prop- 
er regard for the first law of 
nature. They are de-safetized. 

The thing to do is to educate the 
worker, to bring back into his life 
the instinct of safety. Inasmuch as 
only a Labor paper knowssLabor’s 
needs, a Labor paper must be the 
agency for publicity to propagan- 
dize workers who have been de- 
safetized to reclaim the instinct 
of safety—the first law of nature.
